Not 
only by direct prophetic utterance, as 
in Isaiah 53, but in type and symbol 
there is a foreshadowing and a fore­ 
telling so comprehensive and yet so de­ 
tailed as to exceed every oth er sub­ 
ject of the Old Testam ent revelation, 
except th a t of “the glories th a t should 
follow.” 
T he sacrifices of the Old Testam ent 
economy wore but shadows, neverthe­ 
less they imaged forth the substance 
iu outline so clear th at the spiritually 
enlightened of all ages have found j 
sound spiritual instruction and com­ 
fort in them, 
“ lf is not possible that 
tin* bl**od of bulls and of goats should 
take aw ay sins,” hut it is possible for 
those sacrifices to show the exceeding 
sinfulness of sin and the tru th of sub­ 
stitution, the Innocent suffering for the 
guilty. 
Everything in the sacrificial system 
of the Did Testament compels the be­ 
lief that the offering of a life substl- 
tuted for sinners Is according to God's 
appointment, and that the offered sac­ 
rifice expiates sin and cancels the 
death penalty incurred through sin. 
The language of Isaiah 53 points un 
mistakable? to this same conclusion: 
“The chastisement of our pence was 
upo*n h im ;” “the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all:” “it pleased the 
Ix»rd to bruise him;” “he shall hear 
their iniquities;” "for the transgres 
aion of my people was he stricken."
